Idaho: 

(TENILEMEN : [n conformity with law, I have the honor to 
submit to you tlie Biennial Report of the transactions of this 
office, from the first day of December, 1872, to the first day of 
December, 1574, which shows the operations of this department 
for the past two vears, and exhibits the conditions of the finan- 
ces, rev ennes, taxables, funds, resources, and incomes of the 
Territory

Tt will be seen by tabular statement No. LX, that the re 
ceipts from all sources, for the years 1573 and 1874, by the 
Territorial Treasurer. are $74,701 98, which is about ten 


thousand dollars less than was received during 1871—7Y, which: 


is owing to the fact that two of the connties, Idaho and | Lemhi, 
have not reported for the last quarter, m time for this report, 
and for the additional reason that there i isa large amount of 
delinquent taxes in Ada county, and some of the other coun- 
ties which have not yet been collected. 
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— In statement No. X, is given an exhibit of the revenue col- 


lected from all sources in 1873, and the expense of collecting 
the same. It will be seen that some of the counties make ex- 
horbitant charges for collecting the Territorial proportion of 
revenue, and that no two counties charge alike, viz: While 
Ada county charges only 16 per cent., Alturas county charges 
38 per cent.; Boise county 23 per cent.; Lembi county 43 per 
cent.; Idaho county 45 per cent.; Nez Perce county 33 per 
cent.; Owyhee county 21 per cent.; Oneida county 28 per 
cent.; and Shoshone connty 36 per cent. And the Territory 
pays for the collecting of $52,952 23, the sum of $13,823 43, 
or 26 per cent. 

As far as I have been able to judge, the people seem in favor 
of having the counties pay into- the Territorial Treasury the 
Territorial proportion of revenue free.of charge, and thus do 
away with this method of allowing Boards of county Commis- 
sioners to give vouchers to collectors or other ofticers, for any 
amount they may feel disposed to give. , 

There are many amendments to the Revenue law, which 
will be presented to your honorable body, a few of which I 
will mention : 

Src. 70, 5th session laws, provides that no poll tax receipts 
shall be valid unless issued after the first Monday in April. 
This section should be amended to read: “Unless issued after 
the first Monday in March, so as to give the tax collector more 
time to collect from transient people; and this section should 
be further amended; to require the tax collector and Treasurer 
to make their settlement with the county Auditors on the third 
Monday in February, instead of the third Mondav in March. 

Src. 71, should read, “ at the settlement required on the third 
Monday in February,” instead of March; and this section 
should be further amended, and I consider this a very impor- 
tant provision, in 7th line this section should read, “on the first 
Monday in March of each year, the county Auditors shall 
transmit a certified statement," ete. etc. i 

I wish, particularly, to call the attention of yoür honorable 
body to section 101. Thissce ion requires the county Auditors 
to report to the Territorial Controller on the second Mondays 
of Mardi: June, September and November, in each year. The 
fiscal year commences April 1st., and it will be seen that the 
last report for the old year, is made on the second Monday in 
March, consequently does not include the whole business tra: s 
acted during March, which is the last month of the old year. 
The next report is made on the second Monday in June, and 
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of course includes part of the last quarter of the óld year, 
to-wit: the time intervening between the second Monday of 
March and the first day of April, and part of the first quarter 
of the new year; hence there is confusion, as it is very diflieult 
to tell how much of the money reported, belongs to the old, 
and how much to the new year. So confusing has this matter 
been, that my predecessor found it impossible to balance his 
books in consequence. I would recommend that the Auditors 
report on the second Mondays of April, July, October and 
January, as under this plan the Auditor’s reports for April 
would give all the business transacted during the last quarter 
of the year, and there would be no mixing on one report parts 
of two quarters of different years. 

Sxe. 106, in sixth line after the word day, should read, “the 
tax eotlector should return to the Auditor all unsold miscella- 
neons licenses.” 


SEC. 1, of the Revenne law, shonld provide tliat whenever 
the Board of county Commissioners levy a tax upon each one 
hundred dollars of taxable property, they should direct their 
clerk to deliver a certified copy thereof to the Controller. At 
present there is no law requiring the Auditors, or cleks of 
j'oards of county Commissioners to make such a statement, 
and without it, it is impossible for the Controller to tell whether 
the counties pay their proportion of taxes or not. I will here 
state, however, that some of the Anditors, understanding the 
necessity of this statement, have, upon my request, reported 
the amount of tax levied upon each one hundred dollars. 

The healthy condition of the finances of the Territory for 
the last two years | as been a source of satisfaction and con- 
critulation to its creditors, and if a prudert system be pre- 
served for the next four years, the warrants on the General and 
Prison Funds will have bien paid. - 

i PRISON FUND. 

Since the excellent arrangement which was made by Gov- 
eruoc Bennett with the Marshal of the United States,tthe cost 
of keeping the Territorial prisoners, has been very small com- 
pared to what it was prior to March 1873. The. cost of keep- 
ing said prisoners, as shown by the books of this office, was, in 
1869, $17,657 49; in 1570, $18,787 93; in 1871, 11,471 56. 
The eost for two months and twenty-one days, in 1872, to-wit : 
From Janvary Ist, to March 21st, was $3,758 25; while the 
eost from March 21st, to December Ist of the same vear was 
only $4,064 83, slowing that it eost the Territory $711 42 
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more to keep the prisoners 2 months and 21 days under the old 
regime than it did under the new, to keep them 8 months and 
10 days. The cost in 1873, was $2,542 14, and in 1874, is 
81,773 40. The average cost under the old regime was $15.- 
972 33, and the present average cost’ is $2.210 27; a saving 
of 813,762 06 per annum to tbe Territory. 

BONDED DEBT. 

The bonded debt of the Territory is $65,058 51, $43,541 09 
of which will become due December 1,.1875, and the balance. 
821,517 42, the first of December, 1876, Some means will 
have to be provided by this Legislature to meet this debt. As 
the Territory is unable to pay, I would recommend the re- 
bonding of the debt. (Governor Bennett has given this matter | 
his earnest attention, and as he seems to have mastered the 
whole situation, I would respectfully refer your honorable 
body to his writings upon that subject. 

The amount apportioned to the smking fund has not been 
/suflieient to pay the interest on the bonds as it became due. I 
would request, in justice to the bondholders that the Treasurer 
be allowed to apportion to this fund, an amount suflicient to 
pay the yearly interest promptly. The amount in arrears is 
53,965 05 in currency. I would advise that the first money 
received into the Treasury be reverted to this fund, until the 
interest now due is paid. I would also recommend that the 
money now to the credit of the school fund, be transferred to 
the sinking fund, to be applied to interest now due. I would 
advise abolishing the school fund, particularly while the Ter- 


ritory isin debt. This Fund has not been of much benefit, 
except to one county. The whole Territory is taxed for this 
purpose, and more than half of the whole amount goes to 
Oneida -hence eight counties are taxed to snpport the 
schools of this one county. 

RETRENCHMENT. 

Much will be said before your honorable body about retrench- 
ment, and it will be plainly seen from statement No. X that 
reform is certainly needed in some of the counties. Genuine 
economy isan excellent thing in the Territory, as well as in the 
individual. Retrenchment that will result in reform, is most 
commendable. But there is a palpable difference between ju- 
dicious pruning, and swinging an ax, as some would expect you 
to do, for the inere pleasure of cutting, and there is & plain 
distinction between conscientious frugality, and dangerous par- 
simony. For that parsimony is always dangerous whieh is il-

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of office. ` 

The Controller is required by law to make an estimate of the 
receipts and expenditures for the two succeeding years, but 
experience proves that euch an estimate is of little practical 
value, as the Legislature may change entirely the amount of 
revenue. I have made a eareful estimate herein, which will 
appear under the proper heading, and which I submit with the 
remark that it is based upon the ordinary receipts and expen- 
ditures under existing laws. 

COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 

I think it would be a material aid to intelligent legislation, if 
County Auditors were required by law, to transmit biennially, 
a report to this office, of the financial condition of their several 
counties. By incorporating these statements in the Controller's 
biennial report, the financial condition of the Territory, as a 
whole, could be accurately given, and just local legislation re- 
ceive the assistance of a full knowledge of ocal indebtedness.
